Algerian factions fight over elections 


ALGIERS, Algeria — Seeking to shut out the fundamentalist Muslims who 
were poised to take power, Algeria’s government prepared Sunday to scrap 
last month’s election results, put off a new vote and revamp itself, reports said. 

A day after the surprise resignation of President Chadli Bendjedid, the 
army — which opposes the fundamentalists — kept a tight lid on the capital, 
with tanks in position at key buildings. 

Algiers and other large cities were calm Sunday, but in recent months, the 
government has blamed the fundamentalists for sparking bloody riots, and it 
apparently feared an angry reaction to the latest developments. 

Some such anger was already apparent. The fundamentalists, who over- 
whelmingly defeated Bendjedid’s ruling party in the first-round parliamen- 
tary elections two weeks ago, bitterly objected to the government’s reported 
plans to put off the second-round elections scheduled Thursday. 

Ina statement, the fundamentalist party, the Islamic Salvation Front, said 
it “insists on the continuation of the electoral process ... the only guarantee of 
stability and the everlastingness of the people and the country.” 

But the government appeared determined to halt the fundamentalists’ 
march to power — even though it means putting an abrupt end to the transi- 
tion to democracy, 

Reports of the govermment’s plans came from the French television net- 
work Antenne-2 and the Algerian newspaper Le Matin. 


U.S: missiles could be sold to terrorists 


ISLAMABAD, Pakistan — The United States has stopped supplying 
weapons to Afghan guerrillas, but it is worried about the dozens of sophisti- 
cated Stinger anti-aircraft missiles still held by the Islamic rebels. 

American officials fear the small, easily portable Stingers might end up in 
the hands of terrorist groups elsewhere now that the cutoff of U.S. military aid 
has left the rebels short of cash. 

The shoulder-fired missile is highly sought by terrorists because it could be 
used in attacks on commercial jetliners, terrorism experts say. 

There have been reports some Stingers already have been obtained by Iran, 
which has supported some of the Afghan rebels. 

But Anat Kurz, a terrorism expert at the Jaffe Center of Strategic Studies 
in Israel, said Sunday that if the rebels did start selling Stingers, the weapons 
would go to the highest bidder. “Ideology will not play a role; this is financial,” 
she said. 


Berkeley angers Italians with PC holiday 


BERKELEY, Calif. — This politically correct city has replaced Columbus 
day with “Indigenous Peoples Day,” angering an Italian-American Group that 
says the explorer’s feats shouldn’t be ignored. 

“We're very much opposed to it,” said Richard Armento, spokesman for the 
Sons of Italy’s Commission on Social Justice, based in Pasadena. “It’s kind of 
tough to rewrite history 500-years after it happens.” 

He said the group was not suggesting Columbus be made “a saint,” but that 
“there’s nothing to say Columbus was a good or bad guy.” 

The city’s declaration Friday was based on the revisionist notion that 
Columbus was not the heroic discoverer of the Americas, but was a European 
colonist whose arrival in the New World led to the deaths of millions of 
Indians. : 

Still, the move wasn’t meant to be “anti-Italian,” Mayor Loni Hancock said. 

“Berkeley wants to celebrate the important place that indigenous people 
hold in this country,” Hancock said Friday. 

“Their societies and philosophies flourished long before Columbus arrived 
and they continue until today.” 


Circuit court upholds Lafferty reversal 


SALT LAKE CITY — The 10th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals has refused a 
request by Utah prosecutors to reconsider a December ruling overturning the 
capital murder convictions of Ronald W. Lafferty. 

The state now has filed a request for a stay on the appellate court ruling 
while it seeks a hearing before the U.S. Supreme Court. - 

Although it will be months before the Supreme Court decides whether to 
hear the case, it is likely the state will end up retrying Lafferty for the 1984 
slayings of his sister-in-law and her 15-month-old daughter. 

Lafferty and his brother, Dan, were convicted of the July 24, 1984 killings of 
Brenda Wright Lafferty, 24, and her daughter, Erica. 

Dan Lafferty is serving a life sentence at the Utah State Prison. Ron 
Lafferty was sentenced to death and remains at Utah.State Prison,

Simon opens South African concert tour 


JOHANNESBURG, South Africa — Paul Simon opened:his South African 
concert tour Saturday to roars of approval and a small demonstration by 
militant blacks outside the stadium. 

The estimated 30,000 to 40,000 fans — virtually all of them white — stood 
and cheered as Simon opened his “Born at the Right Time” tour with his hit 
song, “The Obvious Child.” 

He dedicated his performance to the recently slain Headman Tshabalala, a 
black South African who sang on Simon’s 1986 “Graceland” album. 

Simon is the first international star to perform in South Africa since the 
lifting of the cultural boycott against the country last year. 

He has the backing of the government and leading black groups, -but a 
number of small militant black organizations have protested, saying the cul- 
tural boycott should remain until there is a black government. 

The concert featured most of the songs on “Graceland” and selections from 
his “Rhythm of the Saints” album. E

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FBI reassigns agents 
to Utah gang cases

WASHINGTON — The FBI is 
making its largest reassignment 
ever, moving 300 agents who shad- 
owed spies during the cold war to in- 
vestigate street gangs blamed for 
drug killings and other big-city vio- 
lence. Four will be coming toUtah. 

Attorney General William P. Barr 
announced the redeployment Thurs- 
day, vowing to deliver a “knockout 
blow” to gangs that local police could 
not strike because of more limited re- 
sources and less severe local 
penalties. 

“Because of our tough federal laws, 
we have the capacity to take out a 
criminal gang in one fell swoop,” Barr 
said. 

The agents will be assigned to 39 
cities where federal authorities have 
identified street gangs such as the 
Bloods and the Crips in Los Angeles 
and the El] Rukna in Chicago as signif- 
icant crime problems, Barr said. 

Four agents are to be transferred 
to Salt Lake City. 

“You can expect to have more FBI 
agents on the street at night,” said 
Gene Glenn, special agent in charge 
for Utah, Idaho and Montana. 

The growing gang problem along 
the Wasatch front will be an FBI pri- 
ority, but the additional agents will 
tackle all violent crime, Glenn said. 

Glenn acknowledged that while the 
FBI has targeted adult Asian gangs, 
the agency has not dealt extensively 
with youth gangs. “I hope there’s not 
much of a transition,” he said. 

Salt Lake Area Gang Project Sgt. 
Ken Hansen said, “It’s a good idea. 
Anything to help the community 
solve the gang problem. 

“Tt’s a national problem. It’s not just 


in L.A. and Southern California. The 
Crips and Bloods are in Kansas City, 
Texas and Salt Lake City.” 

Barr said the demise of the Soviet 
union and Communist regimes in 
eastern Europe has yielded a “peace 
dividend” that will allow the FBI to 
focus more manpower on the gangs. 

“Some of the intelligence services 
that used to operate against the 
United States are no longer in exis- 
tence,” he said. 

Despite the reassignment, the FBI 
will maintain “very substantial re- 
sources” on anti-espionage duty that 
are “fully sufficient to protect the na- 
tional security interests of the United 
States,” he said. 

FBI counter intelligence officials 
have said that while the level of spy- 
ing remains the same since the demise 
of the Soviet bloc, its focus has 
changed. Although military secrets 
may not be the object of spying, the 
closely guarded keys to advanced 
technology are still coveted and 
closely guarded by many nations. 

Barr said he expected the Bush ad- 
ministration will propose further cuts 
in the FBI’s counterintelligence divi- 
sion in the 1998 fiscal year budget 
plan soon to be sent to Congress. 
those agents will also be reassigned to 
violent crimes. 

The FBI and the Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms plan to set up 
joint gang task forces in Atlanta, Bal- 
timore, Dallas and Washington. Both 
Dallas and the nation’s capital had 
recorded record numbers of murders 
last year. 

Barr said a concentrated federal ef- 
fort in Philadelphia resulted in the 
breakup of four gangs. Philadelphia’s 
murder total dropped from 525 in 
1990 to 468 last year. 


Farmers, environmentalists 
unable to solve differences

SALT LAKE CITY — An Ari- 
zona-based conservation group be- 
lieves it’s time for farmers, ranchers 
and lumbermen to stop fighting their 
environmentalist enemies and _ sit 
down and talk. 

Martha Hahn, vice president of the 
Grand Canyon Trust, Flagstaff, 
Ariz., said the long-rancorous postur- 
ing on both sides is destructive. It can 
only help to talk about one another’s 
differences, she said. 

Not everybody agrees. Many on 
both sides of the issue doubt much can 
be said to heal the wounds gouged 
during more than a decade of acri- 
mony and name-calling. 

“Not: a lot: of middleiground. We 
hate thérti, they Hate us: And neither 
side trusts one another,” said Steven 
Steed, manager of the Escalante 
Sawmills in Garfield County and a 
longtime foe of environmentalists. 

The hostility has become increas- 
ingly acute over the past 10 years as 
rural Utahns and conservationists, 
many of whom live in urban areas, 
have been locked in fierce philosophi- 
cal battles over everything from 
wilderness designations to livestock 
grazing, oil drilling, mining and tim- 
ber harvesting. 

Hahn’s group believes it’s time to 
try to work things out. 

“If you can sit at a table and talk 
about common interests and con- 
cerns, I believe in the long run you 
can eliminate a lot of confrontation,” 
she said. 

Many of Hahn’s fellow conserva- 
tionists are skeptical, if not hostile to 
the idea. 

And those whose livelihoods de- 
pend on the natural resources that 
come from public lands are even more 
SO. 
In fact, last fall when the Grand 
Canyon Trust sponsored a three-day 
symposium to jump-start the dia- 
logue, a good number on both sides 
refused to even attend. 

“think the hostility toward 
wilderness will not be resolved by 
people talking about it,” said Steve 
Koteff, staff attorney for the South- 
ern Utah Wilderness Alliance. 

On the other side, many rural lead- 
ers refused to participate in anything 


sponsored by an environmental orga- 
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nization. 

“There were a lot of no-shows and a 
lot of mistrust among those who did 
show up,” said Garfield County Com- 
missioner Louise Liston, who did at- 
tend. 

“Some looked at who was sponsor- 
ing it and refused to attend.” 

Those who did gave the symposium 
mixed reviews, pointing out that no 
problems were solved. 

Hahn said at least the silence was 
broken. 

“A lot of people came in with mis- 
trust and suspicion and_ saying, 
‘What’s your hidden agenda,” she 
said. 

“By the end of the three days of 
talking, not everybody agreed with 
one another, but at least they were 


sitting at the samg table and laughing ; 


together.” 

Liston agreed. 

“T don’t know that it has solved any 
problems, but the feelings between 
the environmental groups and the 
multiple users were a lot less hostile,” 
she:said. 

“We were listening to each other, 
even if nobody changed their minds 
on the issues.”

Student employees are people too

Some BYU employees suy the 
worst part of their job is dealing with 
those students who seem to vent their 
frustrations on student employees, 
especially when they are supposed to 
enforce university policy and the 
dress and grooming standards. 

Some student employees feel that 
they are having to pay for discontent 
some students have over administra- 
tive decisions. 

“Some people act like they’re try- 
ing to get their money’s worth out of 
tuition increases. 

“Their favorite line is ‘it’s your job, 
do what you get paid to do.’ As if I 
don’t do enough to earn my wage,” 
said Harold B. Lee Library worker 
Doug Rodriguez, a senior majoring in 
biology and pre-dental studies, from 
Sunnyside, Wash. 

He said many students have a prob- 
lem with the policy against renewing 
checked-out books over the phone or 
trying to check books out without a 
student I.D. 

“When we tell them a driver’s li- 
cense cannot be used, a lot of people 
argue. Sometimes I want to ask them 
if a cop would accept a student I.D. in 
place of a driver’s license,” he said. 

Another high-pressure campus job 
typically held by students is that of 
traffic officer. 

University Police Lt. Steve Baker 
said the problem is to the point that 
the traffic office trains its employees 
on dealing with the public and their 
frustrated outbursts. 

“We tell them to deal with such sit- 
uations professionally and to remem- 
ber not to take things personally,” 
Baker said. “It can be hard seeing 
letters and cartoons in the newspaper 
from people who really have no idea 
what it’s all about. These officers are 
human beings and the out-of-place 
comments hurt.”

Baker said some people have be- 
come so irate with traffic officers they 
have attempted assault or even tried 
to hit them with their cars as they 
backed up and left the parking lot. 

“Tt hasn’t happened often, but it 
has happened,” he said. 

“It can be tough after being out 
there in bad weather and walking all 
day to have someone take it out on 
you verbally. They’re just doing their 
job, doing what we ask them to do: 
enforce laws,” he said. 

Other students in campus positions 
receive verbal abuse to the point that 
University Police officers are called 
in. 

On more than one occasion, Univer- 
sity Police have been dispatched to 
the Richards Building or the Smith 
Field House after students hired to 
enforce the P.E. issue policy have 
been verbally attacked or threatened. 

According to University Police in- 
cident reports, some students have 
been abusive when they were not al- 
lowed into the weight rooms because 
they lacked BYU issue. 

Police are also often required to as- 
sist members of BY U’s events staff at 
Cougar Stadium or the Marriott Cen- 
ter when spectators fail to comply to 
the warnings issued by events staff 
personnel.

University academic calendar unique at 


Trimester means Y starts earlier in fa. 


April finish helps job-seeking students

At the end of 
April, BYU stu- 
dents finish un- 
loading _ their 
brains during fi- 
nals and start 
loading _ their 
cars for the long 
drive home. 
Students at 
many other uni- 
versities, how- 
ever, are still 
attending classes and studying. 

The early jump on summer vaca- 
tion for BY U students comes from the 
university’s trimester academic cal- 
endar, according to Ron Bybee, aca- 
demic scheduling officer. 

Starting winter semester earlier 
than most schools do allows BYU to 
have a complete academic schedule 
while still accommodating April grad- 
uation and summer events such as 
Education Week, Bybee said. 

By finishing in April, BYU stu- 
dents can get a lead on the summer 
job scene several weeks ahead of their 
peers at other universities. 

“Ending in April really, really helps 
students employment-wise,” Bybee 
said. 

Bybee 


foresees no calendar 


changes. He said BY U has a five-year 
calendar projection that is the same 
schedule it has followed in past years. 

“Nationwide, the movement is 
from the quarter system to the 
semester system,” Rob Boren, regis- 
trar for the University of Utah, said. 

Two years ago, the Board of Re- 
gents asked Utah colleges and univer- 
sities to study the impact of switching 
to a semester system, Boren said. 
The U of U-stayed on the quarter 
system, but some schools such as 
Utah Valley Community College 
changed calendars, he said. 

One of the nation’s largest universi- 
ties, The Ohio State University, is 
also studying the possibility of 
switching to a semester schedule. 
“The undergrads seem to be against a 
change,” although graduate students 
and faculty support the idea of a 
semester calendar, Brenda Smith, an 
OSU administrative secretary, said. 

One school, Michigan State Univer- 
sity, is going to the semester system 
this fall. Bruce Miller, director of the 
semester transition at Michigan 
State, said the university can provide 
a better education on the semester 
calendar rather than the quarter one. 

He said the longer time period will 
allow the students in less technical 
areas to do more independent think- 
ing, instead of the rote learning en- 
couraged by the quarter system.

BYU’s fall semester begins on Au- 
gust 31. The last day of class instruc- 


Y winter break shorter than most

from Utah, the 
break isn’t long 


enough. 

After Fall Semester 1991, the 
University of Utah and Utah State 
University had the same amount of 
time for Christmas break as BYU - 
18 days. 

However, University of Arizona 
students had 27 days for their 
break. The University of Southern 
California has 24 days to celebrate 
the season. 

Texas A&M had more time than 
most universities, with 34 days of 
relaxation before beginning the new 
1992 semester. 

However, these numbers don’t 
particularly mean BYU is getting 
the short end of the stick. One ad- 
vantage BYU students have is that 
they get the jump on most other 
schools for summer employment by 
getting out of school about 10 days 
earlier than students who attend 
most other universities. 

Still, there are many BYU stu- 
dents who feel the Christmas holi- 
day should be longer in order to give 
them enough time to drive home. 

Ken Hosch, a senior from York, 
Pa. majoring in statistics, said he 
feels BY U’s Christmas holiday isn’t 
long enough. 

“When I do finally get home, I 
usually have friends and family to 
visit. It seems like I just get there 
and I have to turn around and drive 
back. 

“When I get back to Provo, 
BYU’s hammer comes down and I 
have to start school full swing. It 
feels like I’ve never even had a 
break,” Hosch said. 

According to Ron Bybee, BYU 
scheduling officer, there are many 
factors involved with planning 
BYU’s academic calendar. 

“The unusual thing about BYU is 
that we are a trimester school, 
which means we have fall and win- 
ter semesters and spring/summer 
terms. 

“We are also looking at a year cal- 
endar as compared to a _ two- 
semester one. Many schools have 
spring breaks, but we have other 
things to consider. 

“Aside from the normal school pe- 
riods, we have BYU Education 
Week, along with unique holidays 
like Pioneer Day,” Bybee said. 

Bybee said another reason the 
university has such a short Christ- 
mas holiday is because there must 
be a certain amount of Monday, 
Wednesday, Friday combinations 
and Tuesday, Thursday combina- 
tions of class days. 

“ A few years back the accredita- 
tion team came and suggested we 
add a few teaching days. So we 
looked at the situation and made 
some changes. However, now it 
seems as though accreditation is 
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less of a factor and good Tadgiaent 
is becoming more of one,” Bybee said. 

Aside from the advantage BYU 
students have of finishing earlier than 
most other college students each 
spring, Bybee points out that BYU 
students also have:an increased op- 


portunity to get ahead in school by 
attending Spring/Summer terms. 
“That is one advantage of the 
trimester system. Students can save 
money and time, as well as graduate 
earlier, by attending classes in the 
spring and summer,” Bybee said.
